Idaho and Colorado, a conspiracy that 
tramples under foot the constitutions ot 
both Colorado and the United States, and 
points to the establishment of a reign of 
outrage against every citizen, -and par- 
ticularly every worker; 
"Whereas, The Governor of Idaho, the 
man who is placed in the responsible 
position of holding in his hand the high- 
est justice In the State, has declared the 
prisoners 'will never see Colorado again.' 
and that he 'knows they are guilty .and 
cannot refrain from saying so* before 
they have been tried and while their .al- 
leged crime rests only upon the confused 
and extorted confessions of a self-con- 
fessed assassin and degenerate;

The same press of San 
Francisco in particular has, by sensation 
and exaggeration, completely annulled thy 
San Francisco protest meeting o_f April 8. 
and made a mountain of a rr.oie hill of 
what it has termed 'the mob in a riot';

"Resolved, That the worklngmen and 


women in mass meeting assembled in 
City Hall Park, in Oakland, endorse the

It is the most delightful 
country I have ever visited, and I Slave 
been around the world, and part of the 
way around on tru.ny occasions. 


"During my stay there, there was 


never a moment when I was uncom- 
fortably waram 
or hot. 
There is 


no 
dust 
there. 
The 
streets 
of 


Honolulu and the roads leading to the 
mountains are very fine. 
The macad- 


amizing of these roads with lava and 
coral and the grinding of travel would 
seem to imply 
the 
necessity of dust, 


but they do not. 


RICH VEGETATION. 


"Vegetation is so thrifty that grass 


springs up along the roadsides, and in 
some

along the country

ments are so free from dust that rid- 
ing all day one would not get as much 
dust as in riding four blocks in Oak- 
land or Alameda county. This Is prob- 
ably due to the soil there, which along 
the seashore Is of a coral formation 
and toward the mountains and all over 
the mountains, In fact, is of a vol- 
canic fo-m?.*ion, mostly 
lava.

EFFECT OF CLOUDS. 


"The material effect of the clouds 'is 


to shield the land from the continuous 
direct rays of the sun. and these, to- 
gether with the breezes that incessant- 
ly blow either landward or out to sea, 
make the climate so delightful 
and 


conserve the freshness 'Of the vegeta- 
tion. 


and stately pairna add much to 
the 


beauty of the landscape. 
By flower 


vines I refer to the bouganvelia, whose 
leaves look like blossoms, and are of 
different colors, from a rich purple to 
magenta. 
The vine climbs over 
the 


trees, and at first deceives one with the 
idea that the tree itself is in blossom. 
Another charming flower of the Isl- 
ands Is the hybiscus, with its single 
and double blossoms to be seen every- 
where about the hedges. 


''Speaking of hedges, reminds me of 


a stone wall around the puauhau, a 
mile and a quarter In length, covered 
by night blooming cerus. This 
does 


not bloom there until about July. Then 
it is 'said to be very beautif".!. 
At 


present It Is certc-.Inly very attractive. 
It is declared that 
in 
mid-summer 


Honolulu is ablaze with flowers. Now 
they have about the same flowers that 
we have h6ie, with 
many 
tropical 


flowers besides. 
The colla, with 
its 


beautiful 
and 
variegated 
leaves, 


u-hic-h we can only grow here 
to 
n 


small sized plant, and then only in 
protected places or In hothouses, is to 
be seen as hedges upon every street 
of Honolulu and along the roadways 
leading outside. 
Roses, however, can 


not be grown because of the Japanese 
beetle, which destroys them. 
Carna- 


tions of all hues were In a great abun- 
dance, 
and 
one 
could 
get lais or 


wreaths to wind two or three times 
about the neck, for from ten to twenty 
cents.1 


FLOWER WREATHS. 


"These wreaths and others.made of 


the ilima, a yellow blossom—the royal 
flower during the monarchy—are for 
sale on all of the principal streets c.J 
the city by native women. ' They are 
used for decoration at every festive or 
even formal entertainment. 


"Honolulans decorate 
the 
coming 


and departing tourists with them. They 
are worn about the neck at every for- 
mal dinner by ladles and gentlemen. 
They are an essential decoration 
at 


every luou, a native feast. 


NATIVE FEASTS. 


"Speaking of luou, it should be un- 


derstood that it is a feast, where the 
guests sit down on the floor in a circle 
and partake of food, chiefly pig, sweet 
potatoes and other things, wrapped in 
tl leaves, and baked on hot stones In 
the earth, much 
as 
our 
hullshead 


breakfasts are cooked. 
A necessary 


part of every luou is the drinking of 
gin. 
"When the guests get full of pig 


and gin they lop over ,on their elbows 
and witness hula dancers, 
who are 


brought in as a part of the entertain- 
ment, so Pharisaical people, or others, 
who don't wish to spend the price, will 
tell you that hula dancing is a lost 
art, and a violation of law. 


HULA DANCERS. 


"But the fact is that for about $25 


one may get up a first-class hula dance 
in twenty minutes. There are hun- 
dreds of pretty native girls who are 
professional dancers, and can be got- 
ten by guides or friends on any eve- 
ning. 


GIN. 


"One word in regard to giri. 
Gin 


was Imported to Honolulu by the mis- 
sionaries and traders and whalers in 
very early days. 
It is said now, as it 


is always said by people who want a 
good excuse, that gin is healthy be- 
cause it acts on the kidneys, and, be- 
sides, It looks Innocent because It is 
clear like water. The fact is that It 
Is the most harmful of all alcoholic 
beverages, except wood alcohol, and its 
particular harm lies in its excitation 
of the kidneys. I will venture to say 
that a man drinking gin for one year 
would more certainly produce brighta 
disease or diabetes than drinking: Ca- 
nadian Club whisky for forty years. 
The Honolulu people do not realize 
this, but It is undoubtedly the cause 
of the pathology of the place. More 
people, old and young, are suffering 
from kidney disease, I should judge 
from their appearance, 
in Honolulu, 


than I have ever seen in any other

POI EATERS. 


"I forgot to say that pol was an 


essential element of the native feast. 
It is the chief element of diet for the 
native (Hawaiian, and is being exten- 
sively used by the Chinese and Japan- 
ese in the islands, and by the -whites, 
as well. 
There 
are 
many doctors 


there even who use It and praise it as 
a nutritious article of food. 
But my 


Judgment is that it is 'N. G.' In my 
opinion, it is the principal cause of -the 
fort, flabby and 
non-reslstent phy- 


siques of the native population. Pol 
is ma-de. from 
the taro root, which 


grows in water, more or less stagnant. 
After being boiled, dried and ground, 
formerly beaten with rocks, the taro 
flour is then mixed with water and 
ollowed to stand In calabashes until 
It begins to sour, and the longer it Is 
kept the greater the fermentation and 
the more appreciated by the <poi eat- 
er. After it is eaten the fermentation 
proceeds, and the oater is welled up 
to his gaseous satisfaction. 


EFFECTS OF DIET. 


"The first thing one observes among 


the Hawaiian people when ho sets 
foot on shore and the last thing he 
sees when leaving the fairy island is 
the 'poi belly.' The native, however re- 
fined, or otherwise beautiful, whether 
princess or hula, T\ ould not think of 
restraining her obesity, and you see 
each 
dressed in a Mother 
Hubbard 


gown, 
which, 
in 
imitation 
of 
the 


American actress, 
gracefully 
draws 


her skirts forward and to one side, to 
show the beautiful posterior outlines 
of her form. T'ha native woman, but 
tor her 'poi' bay window, Is 'beautiful. 


WOMEN BEAUTIFUL. 


She has a sweet, aimiable 
face, 


dreamy dark eyes, graceful lines of 
neck, shoulders and arms, pretty teeth, 
a wealth of black hair, and a smooth 
complexion that 
never 
'fades.' 
But 


amiability is her chlefest charm. 
She 


is musical withal. 
Every Hawaiian 


can sing and thrum the ucollli, and the 
Hawaiian music is so mournfully sweet 
that It is sometimes strikingly pathet- 
ic. The original Hawaiian music was 
of the chant order, and was used ai 
ceremonials and in the dances. 


HAWAIIAN MUSIC. 


"There never was any -written music 


In Hawaii 
until 
Capt. Berger, the, 


present leader o).' the Royal Hawaiian 
Band, went to the islands, during the 
reign of Kamehameha V. He picked 
up the music from the street and from 
the hulas, and from the kingly cere- 
monials, and arranged It into its pres- 
ent form. He Is the composer—mod- 
estly styles himself the arranger—of 
all of the beautiful Hawaiian music of 
today. Every piece of music is both 
Instrumental and vocal. 
The playing 


and singing of the quintet orchestras 
at 1he dinners and ball rooms at the 
hotel, and by the brass band (which 
is always Intersperced with song'), in 
some of the bea,utlful parks on almost 
every night of the week, and ahvaj-s 
on Sunday, is one of the chief charms 
of Hawaiian life. 
One never tires of 


;it any more than he wpuld tire of the 
songs of the birds, for the music -is 
natural and sweet.

dences in Alameda county, if we ex- 
cept F. M. Smith's, and even more 
beautifully located than any I know of 
In California, facing as they do upon 
one of the most beautiful beaches In 
the world, with an outlook to the sea 
where every steamer and craft that 
comes and goes may be seen, and fac- 
ing the other war upon the- Walklki 


Boulevard, a. splendid, wide, smooth 
road, which leads partly along the 
shore and partly Inland for a distance 
of four miles into the heart of Hon- 
olulu. Back of the boulevard, at Wal- 
kiki, lies the Capiolan Park, -which la 
naturally very attractive. Back of the 
park, still, 
rises a 
great headland 


called Diamond Head, which is to be 
seen far out at sea. 


MT. TANTALUS DRIVE.

precipice is about BOO feet directly 
down to a valley, which stretches 
away to the sea on the opposite Bide 
of the Island. It Is usually so cold 
at the Pali, that one needs an over- 
coat, and It usually rains there, and 
the wind there Is generally so strong 
that a -board thrown over 
-will be 


caught toy the -wind and floated back 
again over your head. 


BUSINESS INTERESTS. 


"I Intended to say something about 


the business of Honolulu and its ho- 
tels. I will close, however, by saying' 
that the islands are prosperous. Tour- 
ist trade is Increasing; wonderfuly. All 
of the three first-class hotels, the Al- 
exander Young, the Royal Hawaiian 
and the Moana Hotel, were overflow- 
ing most of the time I was there.

are among the flnest In the 'world.

CENTURY AGO. 


A century and thirteen years ago, 


George Washington, then President of 
the United States, assisting the Act- 
Ing Grand Master of Masons of Vli- 
ginla. and Maryland, laid the corner- 
stone of tho Nation's Capitol, Then 
the nation had but four million"- peo- 
ple, and the City of Washington but 
4,000 Inhabitants. 


Fifty-eight 
years 
later 
Mlllard 


Flllmore, thon President of the Unit- 
ed States, la.ld the cornerstone of the 
extension to the Capitol under as im- 
pressive circumstances as character- 
ized the laying of the first corner- 
stone, 
assisting like his illustrious 


predecessor the Masonic fraternity in 
their solemn rites of consecrating the 
building "To holy purposes and lofty 
ideas." 


The 
nation, when President Fill- 


more laid the cornerstone of the ex- 
tension to the Capitol, 
had 
grown 


from 
four 
million souls in 1793 to 


twenty million in 1851. 


Today with even more impressive 


ceremonial, 
the cornerstone of 
the 


largest .office building' solely devoted 
to the primary purposes of legislation 
and the comfort of its legislators in 
the w.prld will be laid with the Mason- 
ic 
fraternity 
as the active partici- 


pants, assisted by President Roose- 
velt, who, like Presidents Washington 
and Fillmore, is a Mason and who fol- 
lowing immemorial 
custom will de- 


liver the principal address. 


CONGRESSIONAL LIBRARY. 


Just across a narrow thoroughfare 


stands 
the 
Congressional Library, 


with its golden dome, and close by is 
the great Capitol building and 
the 


city stretches away for long distances 
in every direction. In commemmora- 
tion of today's event the Masonic fra- 
ternity of the District of Columbia 
have, been ordered into line and with 
the grand lodge of Masonsi escorted 
by 
the 
several 
commanderies of 


Knights Templar, they will march to 
the building. 
In the northeast sec- 


tion of the building, according to Ma- 
sonic usage, the cornerstone will be 
placed. 
Work 
on that section has 


been held back pending the ceremon- 
ies but the construction of the outer 
part of the rest of the edifice .has so 
far progressed up to the second story. 


COPPER BOX. 


PreviouH to the ceremonies a copper 
box two and a half feet long and eighteen 
Inches wide will be placed in the stone in 
the presence of the grand treasurer of 
the Grand Lodge. 
The box contains 
many raro and unusual articles, together 
with the coins of the United S:ittes and 
the series of postal stamps now In use. 
Unlike other boxes used for similar oc- 
casions, this box. which was made by 
one of the employes of the Capitol, has 
a series of small compartments arranged 
so that envelopes containing the articles 
may stand upright instead of laying flat, 
as has been the custom heretofore. This 
box will be heremetically sealed and in 
position when the 
grand 
master 
of 
Masons of the district, Walter A. Brown, 
begins the ancient ceremony of placing | 
the corner-stone in position. , 
The "corn of nourishment, the wine 


of refreshment and the oil of joy" will 
be severally deposited according to the 
ritual and the practice of the fraternity. 


PRICELESS RELIC. 


The trowel for the use of the grand 
master was made especially and pre- 
sented by the Sons of the American 
Revolution to Elliott Wood, superintend- 
ent of Vie capitol building and grounds, 
who largely has had the planning of the 
structure under his immediate control. 
The trowol was presented to l.he grand 
master to be retained by the Grand 
Lodge as a memento of the day. Like 
Washington's gavel, which is a priceless 
relic of the Masonic fraternity in the 
District of Columbia, the trowel will play 
no small part in future ceremonies of 
like character. 


PRESIDENT SPEAKS. 


President Roosevelt spoke as follows: 
"No good'whatever will come from that 
warped and mock morality which de- 
nounces the misdeeds of men of wealth 
and forgets the misdeeds practiced at 
their expense; which denounces bribery, 
but blinds 
itself 
to 
blackmail; which 
foams with rage if a corporation secures 
favors by improper methods, and merely I 
leers with hideous mirth if the corpor- ' 
ation is itself wronged. 
The only pub- 
lic sen/ant who ca.n be trusted honestly 
to protect the rights of the public against 
the misdeeds of a corporation 
Is that 
public man who will just as surely pro- 
tect the corporation itself from wrongful 
aggression. 
If a public man is willing 
to yield to popular clamor and do wrong 
to the men of wealth OT to rich corpor- 
ations, it may be set down as certain 
that if the opportunity comes he will 
secretly and furtively do wrong to the 
public in the interests of a corporation. 


HONESTY AND SANITY.

No honesty will, make a public 
man useful if that man Is timid or fool- j 
ish. If he is a hot-headed zealot or ah i 
Impractical visionary- 
As we strive for!

breeching work as of collar work; to 
depend only on traces menas that there") 
The men of weaUh who today are trying {

He by the proper government authorities, 
will not succeed, in my Judgment, In 
checking the progress of the movement. 
But if they did succeed, they would find 
that they had sown the wind and would 
surely reap the whirlwind, for they would 
ultimately provoke the violent excesses 
which accompany a reform by convul- 
sion instead of by steady and natural, 
growth.

', "But, -as in the hearth, the fire burns 
flown. By and by the ashes come and 
th'e chill creeps in; so comes in ":ife "the 
philis 01" age and the inevitable death. 
When the fires of the hearth are burned 
$ut and spring opens, we 'deck the dark 
place with the f.owers and th*> g-reen of 
•lie fields, which tell the story of the 
ttWiikening of vernal life. 
Thus Easter 


means the quickening of the slumbering 
powers 01' life: a new awakenln«; of life 
from death. Jc is a feast from which we 
ean bring new life. 


""SVhen St. Paul came to Athens to 


preach the new gospel of Christ to the 
Stoics and Epicureans who dwelt there, 
he came with a. most unpropltious topic 
and he undertook to present this in the 
most unconip.roratsins way. These Stoics 
and' Epicure-ins were learned men—cyn- 
ical fatalists who believed in morals on 
tha -.one side, and !n getting all that is 
good and pleasurable in life while we 
live, for we know not what follows after 
death. 
To these St._ Paul came with 


his uncompromising message. 
He told 


them-of the historical fact of the cruci- 
fixion"el -Christ' and the resurrection; he 
OElIed! them idolaters who-had some, day 
tc meet the judgment day; :he. pictured to 


the chasm of death, and. if they 


hoped for a future life, they must ac- 
cept the pledge of immortality held out 
by this same Christ. 


TOPIC FOR DISCUSSION. 


. "The crucifixion was the unconditional 
fact of Christianity which he held out to 
these cynical Stoics and Epicureans of 
ancient Athens. 
Now. strange to say, 


tho subject of Easter had been a topic 
of discussion for three centuries; yet it 
was not the question of the existence of 
such a festival, but as to the day ot 
the year it came. During all these years 
of the three centuries no one doubted 
that Christ had risen, but they were un- 
decided on what particular day it should 
be observed. This question was finally 
determined by the mathematicians 
Alexandria, where the wisest men of ail 
Christendom lived. This, tht p., is the one 
message I wish to bring to you—the un- 
disputed evidence of the resurrection of 
Christ. Let us not lose sight of this one 
fact in all of the vague socialism which 
is now surrounding our religion."

That the Invention of St. Charles is all 
that is claimed for it was corroborated 
yesterday by Superintendent Glass of the 
telephone company, who msXe the test. 
He stated that he could not give the in- 
vention credit at first, but a IrVl of tlu-ee 
hours removed all doubts in his m:nd. 
He stoutly avers that the invention Is * 
complete success. 


David St. Charles is fifty-three yuarj 
old. He was born near VIcksburjr, Muss., 
of Cossack and English stock. His fa:her 
was a seafaring, man and St. Charles 
took command of a ship at the death of 
his parents. 
He sailed to the Pacific 
Coast, where his vessel was wrecked. He 
returnee; East, and was Identified with 
the first telephone business. 
He later 
came to San Francisco, entering the em- 
ploy of the Postal Telegraph Company. 
MILLION DOLLARS FOR INVENTION. 


Louis Glass, president of the Pacl.'ie 
States' Telephone Company, said

Novelist Is 


Wrong. 


BERKELEY, April 16.—The workers 


for righteous . government, or the Ethi- 
cal Army, 
met 
last 
night 
in 
the 


vestry 
room 
of 
the 
Congregation- 


al 
Church, 
at the corner of Durant 


and Dana streets. This club is-organ- 
ized to "put into power the best -will 
of the people; to improve our conscience 
and wisdom; to increase love, righteous- 
ness, purity and duty; to help all, espec- 
ially the down-cast; to realize we are all 
one family." 


The speaker of the evening was Rev. 


P. E; Phelps. He addressed tha meet- 
ing 
In a most scholarly manner. He 


chose for his topic "The Rising Tide of 
Revolution," by • Jack "London. 
He dis- 


cussed the good and bad points in the 
story. The substance of his address fol- 
lows: 
"The people's day Is here. The indus- 
trial day. the workingman's day, human- 
ity's day, has come at last and the mul- 
titudes are moving for better social, In- 
dustrial, economic conditions, 
and the 
music of the gospel for this age is the 
music of Industrial life. 
We are living 
today in a great social, moral, Intellec- 
tual, spiritual awakening, such as this 
world never saw before. Here Jack Lon- 
don and I plainly part company. 
"At heart the labor movement is the 
race longing for a society in which at 
least the spirit of equality shall be re- 
alized. 


"One 
class dogmatically asserts that 
a radical and terrible revolutionary up- 
heaval of all existing social arrangements 
is the immediate demand of the hour, 
and that It is shortly to break upon us. 
"The other class, just as 'determined 
say that a change is coming, but it Is 
wrong for us to expect it to corne by 
way of revolution; that in America there 
is no just ground for us to anticipate" the 
revolution. 
"That Jack London 
represents 
the 
radical revolutionists I think that he or 
any of his crusaders would agree. 
The 
title of his two recent lectures Indicate 
H—'Revolution,' and 
the 
'Rising Tide 
of Revolution.' 'We are not followels of 
Tolstoi, but we are revolutionists.' That 
is London's idea. His assertion fits Rus- 
sia better than America; where there is 
long oppression there Is likely to be a 
revolution. 


IS DISCREDITED. 


"The revolutionary class struggle in a 
radical way, Is already discredited in tr.a 
land where the socialistic democracy has 
mads the most progress and been studied 
the closest. Experience has taught saner 
methods in Germany than this talk about 
the rising revolution 
of 
the 
masses 
against the classes. 


"The 
radical Mr. London depends upon 
appeal to class spirit and consciousness 
to forward and ensure, the revolution— 
hence his book, 
"The 
War 
of 
the 
Classes.' 


"The social Christian appeals only to 
the principle of eternal justice and an 
appeal to moral reason. 
"The appeal to the class spirit Is not 


only a failure to accomplish best for the I 
working: classes, but a great wrong-, too, 


JACK LONDON. 


In America. 
"Jack London does not allow for the 
fact that the great demands of the work- 
Ingmen are fast being met. He does not 
allow for unifying power of Christlanty. 
and tho cross to cure class strife and 
strife power of the cross. He does not 
allow for the rising tide of 
Christian 
service of love to cure social ills. 


JUST AWAKENlSlG. 


"Jack London says the 
worklngmen 
have lost ail their religion or it is fast 
dying out. I say they are just awaken- 
ing to a new and larger sense of religion, 
broader than they ever 
knew 
before. 
Jesus is the great social leader, and it 
Is his message that is behind tl»> whole 
movement. But Jack London and othec 
radical Socialists ignore Christ; 
Ignore 
his goapel and his religion. 
One aicss 
Is represented by Jack London, who Ig- 
nores, and sneers at the

The State Fair. 


In 1852, when the agriculture of the State was in its infancy, 


public-spirited men—men whose wisdom, patriotism and statesman- 
ship founded this commonwealth, organized an association for the 
purpose of making annual exhibits of the products of the soil, and 
for the purpose of promoting the profit and the dignity of agricult- 
ural pursuits. 


The agricultural methods which could be profitably employed 


in this State were without precedent. Agriculture as it must be 
practiced here was unknown elsewhere. 
The variations 
of the 


seasons, the peculiarities of climatic conditions and the corre- 
sponding peculiarities of soil conditions and soil treatment made it 
necessary for the people who were to practice agriculture to be 
taught the art anew. Under circumstances like these, an annual 
exhibition of the products of the soil, accompanied by an exchange 
of ideas between producers, was valuable. The 
association con- 


tinued as a voluntary, patriotic society up to the date of the adop- 
tion of the new Constitution. That instrument prohibited the ap- 
propriation of moneys out of the State treasury for uses and pur- 
poses not under the "exclusive control and management of the State 
as a State institution." This made it necessary to transform the 
State Agricultural Society into a State Board of Agriculture. 
Throughout the history of the society the board of directors had 
been chosen by the members, but after 
the adoption of the new 


Constitution they were appointed by the Governor. 
The 
State 


Board of Agriculture never really lost its character as the directory 
of the State Agricultural Society, but the Constitution was evaded. 
There was a surface appearance of an institution under the ex- 
clusive management of the State by virtue of the official relations 
of the Board of Agriculture to the civil list. This made the appro- 
priations constitutional by virtue of evasion and indirection. 


In time the agricultural feature of the exhibit became trite, 


commonplace and uninteresting. The agricultural and horticultural 
methods practiced here became familiar to the agricultural classes. 
In the meantime county fairs had been projected, ,md later district 
fairs, enjoying appropriations from the State treasury, held annual 
expositions. These county, State and district expositions of the 
agricultural products of the State became tiresome, and the State 
fair ultimately lost its State character. 


The, fair held in Sacramento is not a State fail. The secretary 


of the board of directors, who has just been dism ssed from office, 
states that at the last State fair there were no exhibits from any place 
south of Stockton. 
In plain truth, the State fair is a Sacramento 


fair, and no legerdemain will ever restore it to its former character 
or prestige. 
Twenty years ago the State fair, meeting annually, 


was the "harvest home" of the agricultural people of the State. 
The occasion seemed to dignify and ennoble their calling 
The 


'jStock exhibit was magnificent, and the speed program was con- 
ducted by gentlemen. It was attended, of course, by a "poo! box," 
but -the boarti of directors were agriculturists, and men of mind and 
character. 
The occasion has lost this higher s gnificance. 
The 


speed program has grown 
and expanded until it has become of 


paramount sign ficance at these annual occasions. The attendant 
gambling has become more gross and more reprehensible, until the 


!^" '.'jpectacle is witnessed of a large appropriation from the treasury of 


, the State to p-omote racecourse gambling with it; attendant popular 


demoralization. The agricultural exhibit of the State fair has no 
significance whatever. It is at best a miserable apology in the way 
of representing the agriculture Mid other resources of the 
State. 


The fair itself is not attended by people from ary other place than 
Sacramento and its environs. Tie secretary who has just been dis- 
missed has made the open declaration that the gambling attending 
the race program of the fair is not even decent, but possesses all the 
distinctive and unmistakable character of cunningly devised rob- 
bery. 


Under these circumstances it is certainly the 
duty 
of 
the 


Governor to subject this whole business to a mosit rigid examination 
If it be true that the speed program is run in the interest of "bunco 
steerers" and bookmaking sharks, the Governor would be justified 
in withholding- the appropriation. The Eastern States have aban- 
doned their State fairs 
Exhibitors can no longer be induced to 


make exhibits for one or two -weeks 
The grsat fairs at Chicago, 


Buffalo and St Louis have inculcated better conceptions in 
the 


minds of the people of what a fair should be 
County fairs have 


long ago disappeared, and State fairs should sccotnpany them into 
extinction.

Maxim Gorky's Mistake, 


Maxim Gorky has been taught by rude experience that there is 


a wide difference between the social conventions prevailing in 
America and those which obtain in continental Europe. 
He finds 


himself in an embarrassing and humiliating position, because in this 
country distinguised authors, musicians, actors and statesmen aie not 
permitted the license they enjoy in Europe. 
Such irregular connec- 


tions as the one he has formed with a Russian actress are quite com- 
mon in the old world, and aie regarded indu gently by the public if 
one or both parties have distinguished themselves in art, letters or 
diplomacy. Many cf the most eminent pub ic men in France have 
lived in open defiance of the social code of England and the United 
States. Thiers and Gambetta were notable e-camples. Victor Hugo, 
Goethe, Wagner, Rachel, George Sand, Liszt and Alfred de Musset 
are examples of the indulgence accorded Hterary, musical and stage 
celebrites. We may be quite as immoral in our way, but we object 
to having people flaunt their peccadilloes in our faces. There are 
some things in which we demand vice shall pay virtue the respect 
of hypocrisy. If Gorky had kept his actres.s in the background all 
would have been veil, even though the public were fully aware of 
his relations with her. It was bringing her to the front of the stage, 
under the limelight, that startled our prudery. Hence he has been 
punished, and justly so. We may tolerate contempt for the marriage 
tie, but if is wholesome fhat respect for it should rebuke an exhibi- 
tion of contempt so public as to amount to a sneer at people who 
«flnsider marriage 
laws 
binding and sexual connections of con- 


,-^nience or passing fancy corrupting and demoralizing. 
The 


man who introduces his leman to respectable people 
under false 


pretenses is essentially not a gentleman. He may be a genius and 
a patriot, but his very virtues and talenls only make his example 
the more demoralizing. Maxim Gorky has been taught a lesson that 
it is good for him to learn. He did a thing in this country he would 
not d>re do in hi; own, even with the lax ideas which prevail there, 
and thus invited the treatment he has received. In Europe people 
of irreproachable morals and social standing often close their eyes 
to the fact that the consort of a literary or artistic lion is not a legal 
spouse, but it is regarded there, as hen:, to be a gross breach of 
decorum to introduce such an one in respectable cfrcles under false 
'pretense* 
i 


Threshing Over Old Straw. 


The selection of a site in Yolo county for the university farm 


has left some rankling sores. The Fresno Democrat laments that the 
Commission did not see fit to accept a site offered gratis by M. 
Theo. Kearney, probably not reflecting that M. Theo. Kearney is j 
himself an explanation of why his proffer was not accepted. Now j 
comes the County Paper, published at Martinez, with a sharp i 
criticism of State Senator Charles M. Belshaw, tvhom it charges with j 
the defeat of the Burgess proposition on Walnut Creek. It accuses 
Senator Belshaw of making personal representations to the Governor 
that were wide of the truth, and which sounded the knell for Contra 
Costa county in the competition. Says the County Paper: 


"It will be hard to convince the people of this county, whetheri 


they be his friends or not, that Senator Belsha-v was animated by | 
any other motive than the wish to injure those who had opposed his 
ambitions. His interview in the Examiner,-in which he pronounced 
the Burgess tract proposition to be a 'job/ was a gratuitous insult 
to the many good citizens and bona fide residents of this county 
who raised the money that had made possible the offer of the site to 
the Commission." 


These recriminations make unpleasant reading—post mortems 


are seldom agreeable—and it would perhaps be well for all concerned 
if the choice of the Commission should be acquiesced in without 
further display of bitterness 01 disappointment. THE TRIBUNE 
is satisfied if the university authorities are, and they seem to be. 
We were never committed to any particular site or any 
single 


county, but contended throughout the controversy that the farm 
should be located as near to the university as possible yet fulfill all 
requirements. Where (he law did not specify the requirements, 
they were left to the Commissioners for determination. It is note- 
worthy, however, that Professor Wickson, the head of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, recommended the Walnut Creek site above all 
others. In view of this fact it was somewhat of a surprise to hear 
Senator Belshaw, himself a Contra Costa man, denounce the project 
as "a job " Probably he was actuated by an exalted sense of duty, 
but it is a coincidence, nevertheless, that the persons who offered the 
Burgess tract to the.Sta e are men against whom Senator Belshaw 
entertains a deep-seated personal and political animosity.

The promoters of the 
proposition 
talk- 


glibly of "running the d 'bris upon the swamp lands," as if it could i 
be done, when they know that it is utterly impracticable. 
The 


main iourcie of the debris, that has reached the navigable rivers is the 
Yuba. It is washed thence into the Feather and thence into the 
Sacramento, and so much has accumulated in the stream'! that the 
only possible way of clearing the rivers is to dredge them. 
The 


debris still in the mountains is so small a factor in the problem as 
to be practically negligible, and yet it is this that the self interested 
persons who are running the plan talk about "running upon 
the 


swamp lands." It would cost $50,000,000 to builJ the canals and I 
aqueducts alone, to say nothing of the rights of way and the land i 
to be covered. 
< 


Nor is that all. The debris is not the ncli river silt of the 


Sacramento, of the Missouri and Mississippi, or of the Nile. It is 
coarse quartz sand, pebbles and cobbles. It is death to vegetation. 


There is but one plan that lias been proposed that appeals to 


non-political engineers, and that is the suggestion of State Debris 
Commissioner W. W Waggoner, backed by Professor S B. Christy 
of the University of California, to divert the channel of the Yuba 
river, thus holding the immense accumulation of debris in tha 
present bed, diedg-e the Feather and the Sacramento and keep them 
clear

subject, for the schemers wl.o are trying to get through Congress a 
$200,000 appropriation for surveys coolly propose to fill up Suisun 
bay,

Costa's fishing interests—Martinez County Papei.

The Wade family 
lived In Canada, but :he two children 
came to Berkeley to live with the Bar- 
ries because of Margaret Wade's deli- 
cate health. 


Mrs. Barrie objected to the alleged

niece, Margaret, and also to Frederick 
Wade's attention to a daughter of the 
Barries, named Adelaide. 
Her pro- 


tests becam? neighborhood gossip and 
then Mr. Barrie and Frederick Wade 
decided that she was not sane.

put her in a hack one night, according 
to Mrs. Berrle. and drove her to a 
sanitarium at Hvermore.

there for four months. When she se- 
cured her release, she broug-ht suit for 
divorce, but was denied a decree by 
Judge Ogden, of Oakland.

We should put selfishness aside, 
for it may bias or warp our judgment.

Third, politically 


speaking, or the difference consolida- 
tion would make in our politics. 


"Consolidation wd(uld mean a Great- 


er Oakland, a large metropolis. Now, 
San Francisco being the greatesl: me- 
tropolis in this State, 
it 
dominates 


State politics. 
To have a. great, city 


on this side of the bay would mean 
many things for this territory. 
Its 


representatives would pull together in 
the State Legislature and' gain much. 
This would apply as well in the na- 
tional Congress. In fact, the Greater 
Oakland would be' a. bigger block on 
the political map. 
"As against that we have the greater 


fact that all large cities are corrupt 
in their politics. 
Now, in my Judg- 


ment, although we would have bene- 
fits politically, the detriments 
that 


•would come would more than overbal- 
ance. I say this advisedly, beca.use 11 
have been more or less in touch with ' 
politics. The general rule Is that small 
cities • are economically and Honestly 
governed. The reason for this is that 
everyone knows the officials, and bad 
men will not try to step into an offica, 
as they know their bad features woulu 
be brought out. In large cities 
the 


| wards or districts have no chance to 
gain anything they desire, as against 
all the other wards and districts. The 
politics of a large city cannot be con- 


town a morally and physically beau- 
tiful place. We wish to surround the 
students of the university with an ob- 
ject lesson In civic purity. 


"We do not wish taxation without 
representation, and that is what we 
•would get by consolidation, 
as 
we 


could not keep an eye on our officials. 
We do not -K-lsih to lose our Identity, 
unless the preponderance of argument 
is in favor of consolidation. 
If the 


union is brought about, it must be a 
logical one. Our county government IB 
bad, and It would not be a good foun- 
dation upon which .to start a Greater 
Oakland: Oakland must first surround 
us with a better object lesson." 


E. J. MARTIN. 


B. J. Martin of Berkeley was next 


called. He sa.id in part: 
"There are 


two things upon which we of Berkeley 
agree. - First, the anti-liquor law, and 
second/ no 
closer political relations 


\vith Oakland than we have now." The 
speaker then «poke on the good merits 
6f the anti-liquor law. 


S. W. Gibbs, also of Berkeley, stated 
that he believud the only way to save 
would be to cut the county In two, and 
do away with the expenses in building 
roads In the lower end, but he said 
that this amount saved would be useS 
in payinp extra deputies that would 
have to be appointed to conduct the 
government. "We came from San 
Francisco to set Into places that we 
could help govern honestly, and why 
should we vote to change back to the 
old style?" said Mr. Qlbbs.

City Attorney Simpson's report, is as 


follows: "Section 330 of the Pemil Code 
of California provides that every 'person 
who deals, ploys or carries on, opens, 
or causes to be opened, or who conducts, 
either as owner or employe, whether-for 
hire or not, any game of faro, monte, 
roulette, lansquenet, rough et nolr, ron- 
do, tan, fan-tan, stud-horse poker, seven 
and one-half, twenty-one, • hqkeyrpokey, 
or any 
banking or percentage 
game 
played with ea rds, dice • or 'any device, 
for money,-chec-ka,-credit, or other repre- 
sentative of value, and every person who 
plays or bets a.t.or against any of'saidT 
prohibited games, is guilty of'a: misde- 
meanor 
' ' 
I 
"Considering, the subject It. will fop rtSS- 


espary to assume the manner of operat- 
ing, the slot machines, which I do in the 
following: 


"Nickels, or other coins, are placed into 
the machine by the player which permit 
the same to be operated- or played, and 
upon the hazard or change of the play, 
tha player either loses or wins, and if 
he wins he receives 
checks, 
cigars, 


money or other representative of value 
which are paid by the person owning or 
conducting the machine. 
"Whether or not the facts just de- 
scribed are unlawful depends simply up- 
on a fair construction of the law which 
I hava quoted. 


"My opinion is that a slot machine 
operated under the supposed conditions 
constitutes a banking game played with 
a device, for money, checks, credit or 
other representative of value, and that 
Itii • operation under such -conditions is 
forbidden by law."
